gineer, Mr. John K. Honcken— 
The conception of a great aerial 
roudway, with ample space for two 
immense yehicular roads and a 
tree-bordered promenade for pede- 
\ strians between them, provides, 
however, only one: of many  sensa- 
tional features in Mr. Hencken’s 
project, which aims at securing to 
the future generations of New York 
tho utmoat degree of comfort, mobi- 

lity, and healthy surroundings. 


. Mr. Hencken calls for the invest- 
ment of £132,000,000 for land and 
hatidings along. his projected high- 
way. e would acquire property 
425 feet in width; erect apon it, or 
transform existing, buildings to 
occupy a width of 120 feet, and 
construct on either side of these 
buildings’ new avenues. 


Beneath the whole length of the 
structures under the street level his 
plans provide for four railway 
tracks for goods service. The t 
centre tracks are to be for running 
and the two side ones are’ to be 
alongside a continuous platform for 
loading and unloading. 


“Moving Platforms. 


The idea is to arrange with the 
New «York, Centra] Railway to ex- 
change for these tracks its freight 
lines now running through ' the 
open strects in what are known as 
“death-avenues,” «hus libepating 
~iteventh-and—Lwelfth-avenies and 
Riverside-drive for other traffic. 


With thirty-three miles of plat- 
forms immediately. beneath the 
future warehouses and _ busisiess 
houses of New York, it is caleul- 
ated that the movement of freight 
would be immensely expedited by 
these sub-basement railways, which 
would’ be approached by tunnels 
under the Hudson River and pro- 
vided with numerous exits at ¢on- 
venient points,. Above the railways 
the mezzanine floor is to be devoted 
to office space with ample room for 
a package freight system. 

“The first floor is to be in the 
form of an areade, with shops, a 
loft. wide pavement for " pede- 
strians, and a 50ft. wide roadway 
for vehicles.« 

The second floor is planned for 
shops, restaurants, and booths, but 
is also to be equipped with a series 
of seven moving platforms of dif- 
ferent speeds ranging from 3 to 21 
miles an hour. The fastest of these 
moving platforms is to have o seat- 
ing capacity for 200,000 passengers, 
who are to be transported free of 
charge. 


Roo! Motor Traffic. 
As far the upper floors, they ure 


1to be devoted to purposes suitable 


Jto the sections. in which they are 


erected—in the downtown districts 


to offices,, light. manufacturing and 
wholesale businesses, and ‘i 
uptown districts’ to flats, hotels, 
schools, theatres, and public halle. 


“The height of the buildings is to} 
| vary from 10'to 12°floors above the 
Street; and over’ the entire’ length 


of 16}° miles the parkway’ boule- 
yards, moving -platforms, and rail- 
iway facilities are to be continuous. 

‘Bridges at three different, levels, 


Hl at the second and‘ third ffoors and 


at the roof, are to cross the inter- 

| secting streets all the way to You- 
kers. For motor traffic on the roof 
boulevard, the way of approach is 
to be up immense ramps and by 
means of lifts situated at convent- 
ent intervals.. On the ‘roof park- 
wey promenade between the north 
and south motoring roads, New 

| Yorkers are promised safe and 
healthy playgrounds for their 
children, and ample space for open- 
air adult recregtion.

Opium-Smokers. 


A Kieff round-up yielded 5,000 
vagrants and a large quantity of 
cocaine. In the Caucasus these 
vagrant children have found a 
source of opium, which they smoke 
in the approved Chinese manner: 


At Rotoff-on-Don a medical ex- 
amination of rounded-up’ children 
showed acquired discase in 34 per 
cent. of them, and alcoholism in 75 
-per cent. None of these children 
could write or read. 


It is reported from Tiflis that 
the authorities have discovered a 
trade in girls of the vagrant kind 
addicted to some form of drug 
mania. These girls are sold to the 
Orient, chiefly to Mongolia.

; NO DEMAND FOR FEATHERS. 
JOHANNESBURG. 
The ostrich feather industry is 
reported as being ‘‘on the verge of 
extinction,” and in the Oudtshoorn 
district of Cape Colony between 400 
and 500:ostriches are being slaugh- 
tered every day. Seven regular 
slaughtering - places have been 
established, and the dead birds, 
with the feathers on, are sold to 
speculators. Where there were once 
1 200,000 to 250,000 birds there are’ 


now probably not more than -45,000. 
‘The slump, tn’ the world’s ostrich, 
feather ‘market, robbed the birds of 


their value; now, long-continued 
drought has made. them a ‘luxury 
their owners cannot afford. 


Too Costly Food: 


only 1.din. of rain has fallen, and 
the ‘summer has been one of the 
most ‘gcorching ever experienced.

birds is prickly pear, and even that 
is made costly by the expenso of 
transport. ° :

ST. PATRICK'S DAY CEL

Graceful allusion te the part that 
Ireiand now piays in the common 
partnership of the British Empire 
was made by the Earl of Oxford and 
Asquith, who was the — principal 
guest at the annual St. Patriek's 
Day hanquet and ball of the Chien 
of the Four Provinces of Ireland 
Club, held at the Hotel Cecil, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Jeremiah 
MacVeagh. 

The Chairman said they had 
hoped to have the company of one 
of their most distinguished fellow- 
countrymen, Mr. George Bernard 
Shaw. (Cheers.) But) Mr. Shaw 
had given two reasong for declining 
the invitation: first, because, he 
wrote, hig banquels were not in his 
line: and, secondly, because he 
feared. that, as an Irishman, he 
would feel.out of place among so 
many distinguished Englishmen and 
Seotsmen anxious to eseape for even 
one night from the unromantiz 
drudgery of minding their own 
business. (Laughter.) 

St. Patrick A Scotsman! 

The Earl of Oxford and Asquith, 
proposing the toast of ‘JTreland,’’ 
said that, unlike the. majority of 
those present he had not, to the 
hest of his helief, one drop of Irish 
blood in his veins, That was not 
his fault, It was a fault that he 
shared with St. Patrick. (Laugh- 
ter.)

But the usual assets of the leader 
of a gang of Chinese boys are a 
very glib tongue and a very despotic 
character. The boys being. very 
timid and suspicious, the leader 
must do a lot of “ talk” before 
he gets his crowd together; and in

very important part. But once he 
has a gathering his best means of 
keeping it intact is by terrorism. -

As regards the 
amount of shipping trading to for- 
eign countrica, in 1895 this had 
fallen 28 low as 726,213 tons out of 
a total of 42 millions, but thereafter 
there was a recovery which lasted 
until 1921, when it topped the 11 
million tong mark and was’ well 
over & per cent, of the total, By 
1926, however, the figure was only 
7,719,139 tons. 

Another interesting table shows 
the amount of tonnage tax collect- 
ed by the U.S, Government from 
vastoug. nationalities in the year 
ended June 30th, 1926.
